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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's arguments do not overcome the 
rejections because the cited prior art fully discloses the claimed invention. The Applicant argued, last paragraph on page 14, that 
"However, in claim 3, the printing device controller is setting the exclusive use of a certain user with respect to the sheet outputting unit 
rather than setting the sheet outputting unit to a certain user as seen in Salgado method of mailboxing the bins." In reply, Salgado clearly 
teaches that, referring to FIGS. 3-6 and col. 12, lines 40-42 and 43-52, "a system for assigning mailbox bins by an authorized user or 
system administrator, and controlling the delivery of sheets to such bins, is shown. Referring specifically to FIGS. 3 and 5, an approach 
for designating bin groups, according to use type. For initial setup, a bin assignment dialog 196, which indicates those bins available for 
configuration/reconfiguration, is displayed at step 198. In the illustrated approach of FIG. 3, one of the bins is selected from a list 200 
(FIG. 5)--the list being representative of a window into a database (step 202 of FIG. 3)-and a sheet 203, designating what operations 
can be performed on the bins in the database window, is displayed by way of step 204". In summary, Salgado teaches that the 
designated sheets are operated with respect to the assigned sheet outputting unit (or bin). Thus, the cited prior art such as Kakigi and 
Salgado overcome the limitations of claim 1. 
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
